Making Efforts to Check Depopulation 


Paris—A falling off in the number 


of French recruits this year by 34,000 
draws attention to the depopulation 
of the country. An extra parliament- 
ary commission is advocating reforms 
calculated to lighten the burdens of 
the parents of large families, im-

Owing to the 
persistent objection of the German 
trade to the use of sulphur as a bleach, 
and because|Gerinany is a large con- 
sumer of onr dried fruits, applica- 
tion was made to the agricultural 
experiment station s aff at Berkeley 
for aid in discovering a substitute 
for sulphur, which would be free from 
the deleterious effects produced by 
using sulphur, and Professor Colby 
found such a substitute in sodium 
peroxide, as he believes, and is giving 
it a thorough trial in co-operation 
with several fruit 
packers.

perative, a* failure to enact such legis- 
lation would become perilously near a 
repudiation of the pledged faith of the 
nation. I transmit herewith the treaty 
as amended by the senate and ratified 
by the Cuban government. [Signed.] 


THEODORE ROOSEVELT. 


White House, Nov. 10, 1903. 


City Trustees. 


To the Senate and House of Repre- 


sentative*: I have convened the Con- 
grcsa that it may consider the legisla- 
tion necessary to put into operation 
the commercial treaty with Cuba, 
which was ratified by the Senate at its 
last session and subsequently by the 
Cuban government. 1 deem such legis- 
lation demanded not only by our in- 
terest, but by our honor. We cannot 
with propriety abandon the course 
upon which we have so wisely em- 
barked. 


When the acceptance of the Platt 


amendment was required Irom Cuba 
by the action of the Congress of the 
United States, this government there- 
by definitely committed itself to the 
policy of treating Cuba as occupying 
a unique position as regards this coun- 
try. It was proviaed that when the 
island became a free and independent 
republic she should stand in such close 
relations with the United States as in ' 
certain resnccts to come within our 
•system of international policy; and it 
necessarily followed that she must also 
to a certain degree become included

posed Upon her financial policy and 
tnat naval stations have been conceded 
by her to the United States. The ne- 
gotiations as to the details of these
